Marked by many explosive me 
ments, the scheduled battle of sn 
“tampered assessment roll’ for the 


Paraiso Park paving job. was held 
at the city council meeting here 
last Tuesday night. 

The “investigation,” or “hearing,” 
closed with the statements under 
oath of J. J. Harcom and other 
members of the Paraiso Park Prop- 
erty Owners’ Association committee 
and those of City Engineer Bert J. 
Mehl, Mayor W. H. Weeden and 
City Attorney George K. Whitworth 
still in direct conflict. 

At the conclusion of the heated 
debate, the city council voted 
merely to ‘close the procedure” and 
came to no decision over the alleged 
falsification. 

Towards the close of the two- 
hour-and-a-half discussion Harcom 
directly accused City Engineer 
Mehl of having changed the two- 
inch wearing surface figure to 1% 
inches. 

Declaring that when the assess- 
ment, which was later ordered 
dropped, was filed on Jaunary 14 
that there was not 1% inches of 
wearing surface and that, if the 
assessment hearing of February 2 
had gone through, the job would 
have been accepted, Harcom as- 
serted, “It was to the engineer’s 
interest to change it to throw dust 
into the eyes of anybody that was 
interested. 

“T say,” he accused, “ that the 
figure was changed before it was 
filed.” 

“Then why did you prevail upon 
the city clerk not to return the 
assessment roll before the _ city 
election,” replied Mehl as he jumped 
to his feet and vehemently denied 
Harcom’s allegations. “Mr. Harcom’s 
statements are all imagination,” he 
said. 

Just previous to this sharp ex- 
change City Attorney Whitworth 
had declared that any such altera- 
tion of the assessment roll was 
not ‘to the advantage of the city 
engineer or any property owncr 
but only “to one interested in see- 
ing the proceedings fo ‘haywire’.” 

The session opened with a bar- 
rage of hot words immediately after 
Harcom was sworn in to testify. 
He demanded a promise from the 
council that “whatever the find- 
ings” the members would immedi- 
ately proceed with calling an in- 
vestigation by the district attorney. 

“We have already done so,” stated 
Mayor Weeden. 

“Will you do it again?” Harcom 
demanded. 


are you going to do?” 

City Attorney Whitworth replied 
that it was not for the council to 
decide beforehand and after Har- 
com repeated his demand again he 
said, “The council will take appro- 
priate action.” 

Harcom again persisted, but May- 
or Weeden told him him that he 
was out of order, saying, “We are 
not here to argue with you.” 

Under questioning by Whitworth, 
Harcom repeated charges and as- 
sertions made in a recent formal 
statement concerning events at a 
meeting of the Paraiso Park com- 
mittee with City Engineer Mehl 
early in April. 

Harcom testified that the two- 
inch figure was changed to 1% 
inches on the carbon copy thew 
saw in Mehl’s office and said that 
he had called it to the latter’s at- 
tention. At the conclusion of 
his testimony he asked that an 
investigation be made into the 
whole matter as referred to in a 
recent letter written by Mehl to the 
council in which the engineer de- 
nied previous statements made by 
Harcom.

Lincoln’s Favorite 


“The most satisfactory likeness of 
him” is the way Robert Todd Lincoln 
described this picture of his father. 
In the museum of the Lincoln His. 
torical Research Foundation at Fort 
Wayne, Ind., is an original print of 
this photograph which was present- 
ed by the son of Abraham Lincoln 
to Arthur F, Hall, president of the 
Lincoln National Life tnsurance 
Company, when that concern was 
founded in 1905. The photograph, 
taken by Brady in Washington in 
1864, appears on the five dollar fed- 
eral reserve notes and on the three. 
cent postage stamps. 


Lightning Prints Not 


Photographic in Effect 


Lightning prints is the name 
commonly given to pinkish marks 
often left on the skin of persons 


{who have been struck by lightning. 


The patterns sometimes suggest 
trees, ferns, ships, animals, birds 


and even human beings. It used to 
be supposed that the action of 
lightning was photographie and 
that in some mysterious manner it 
left pictures of neighboring objects 
upon the body. This belief was 
probably suggested by the fact that 
many persons are struck while an- 
der trees and the most comnion 
pattern of the lightning prints is 
that of a tree or the venation of @ 
leaf. 

Scientists now know, says the 
Pathfinder Magazine, that the odd 
patterns are merely a freakish ef- 
fect of the lightning. The effects of 
lightning stroke on the human body 
are not unlike those produced by 
large quantities of electricity at 
high voltage and the most charac- 
teristic form of injury is some sort 
of burn. The burn is composed of 
lesions due to the passage of a 
branching or zig-zagging electrical 
discharge through the tissues and 
it is merely a coincidence if the 
mark left resembles a tree or other 
object.

LINGOLN'S HAUMARITY 


SAVED HONOR OF GIRL 


FORT WAYNHK, IND.—A new ex- 
unple of Abraham Lincoln’s human- 
ty and sympathy for people in trou- 
ble has been discovered here in the 
archives of the Lincoln Historical 
Research Foundation. 

It was contained in a letter to the 

martyred president from a young 
Philadelphia woman dated April 5, 
1864, in which she poured out her 
heart to Lincoln and told him the 
story of her troubles. She had been 
engaged to a young man, who in 
1863 enlisted for three years in the 
army. After a few months’ service 
he was sent to a hospital sick. After 
his recovery he, with some other 
“soldiers, was permitted to return 
home for the election. That was in 
October, 1863. The young woman 
said they had intended to get mar- 
ried while he was home, but due to 
objections of her father, the soldier 
returned to his regiment a single 
man, The young woman confessed 
to the President that there had been 
intimacy between them and begged 
Lincoln to send her fiance back 
home so that they could be married 
and prevent an “unlawful family,” 
as she expressed it. In conclusion 
she wrote: “I hope and pray to God 
you may not cast me aside in scorn 
and dismay.” 

Nine days later President Lincoln 
sent the girl’s letter to the secretary 
of war, with the following annota- 
tion in his own'handwriting: ‘Hon. 
Secretary of War—Send him to her 
by all means.” 


'Once-Glorious Labylon 
Pathetic in Its Fall 
Always the hostile nations of the 
Near East have largely prevented 
archeologists from diggil into the 
remains of the ancient cities there; 
but since the World war overturned 
authority there, the excavations 
are beginning to look like the WKim- 
berley diamond mines. Museums in 
all civilized countries are piling 
up the remnants of the early peo- 
ples. 
But 


we learn little about them. 
Pottery, though it be collected by 
tons, and necklaces, earrings and 
indestructible personal adornments 
tell us little of the inhabitants of 
Ur, of Assyria and Babylon. The 
lack of a literature makes every- 
thing lack. We can understand 
what the Greeks thought, what they 
said and their daily behavior; but 
the older races are dumb. 


As Pill Nye said, “Babylon is a 
good illustration of a town that 
does not keep up with the proces- 
sion. Compare her today with 
Kansas City.” We were reading 
about th's Babylon, just the other 


day. Every twenty-four hours the 
train to Dazdead snorts by Babylon 
that way. It-whistles, but does not 
stop, and if the traveler is rapid of 
eyes he may read on a railroad 
sign: “Babylon—Train Halt Here 
to Pick Up Passengers.” Could any 
of the shattering denunciations of 
this great and terrible city to be 
read in the Bible be more bitter?—

these are the packaged biscuits 
that even father can bake to per- 
fection now. 

They come in cylindrical fibre 
cartons, buttermilk biscuits, ten 
to each package and separated 
from one another by layers of tin 
foil. You buy them right from 
the refrigerator at your grocery 
or delicatessen store. You tuck 
them into your own refrigerator 
and take them out ten minutes 
before time to serve. They fairly 
pop out of the carton when you 
open it—fiuffy and light, ready 
to bake a beautiful golden brown. 


An Old Kentucky Recipe 


There’s a story there, you say. 
There is. And the story comes 
from Kentucky, where good bis- 
cuits and good old Kentucky hos- 
pitality come from. A baker of 
Bowling Green was the proud 


possessor of a superior old recipe 
for buttermilk biscuits. He be- 
lieved people everywhere pre- 
ferred good biscuits. He experi 
mented with his formula for sev- 
eral years, until he had achieved * 
a biscuit which would keep, under 
proper refrigeration, and which 
would be practicable for market~ 


He brought his biscuits to 
Louisville and started a bake- 
shop, on an obscure corner. The 
people of Louisville made a path 
to his door. Then a large flour 
mill, which supplied the flour for 
the biscuits arranged to take over 
the product, and produce it im 
quantity. Atlanta was the first 
test city. In six weeks sales leapt: 
from 600 to 6,000 packages a day.. 
In Indianapolis, the first northerm 
city to try them, they proved even 
more popular. 

Today enormous numbers of 
biscuits go direct from the mixing 
room to a fleet of refrigerated 


trucks and are thus serviced to 
markets everywhere.*
